Sir  i  In  compliance  with  a  resolution  ol  the  House  of  Representatives, 
adopted  on  the  7th  instant,  calling  upon  the  Auditor  General  end  Suite  i mea¬ 
surer  for  a  statement  relative  to  the  cost,  revenue  and  expenditures  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  lines  or  divisions  of  the  public  works  of  Pennsylvania,  we  haie  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  the  required  information,  which  w7ill  oe  found  to  embrace 
a  period  from  the  commencement  of  our  internal  improvement  system  to  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  It  may  be  proper  to  remark,  in  explanation  of 
the  statement,  that  the  cost  of  the  works  embraces  everything  in  the  way  of 
!  construction  proper,  as  well  as  all  other  items  properly  chargeable  to  that  ae- 
I  count ;  the  revenue  comprises  the  amount  actually  paid  into  the  State  ,Irea- 
|  scry;  whilst  the  expenditures  are  made  up  of  all  disbursements  (whether  of 
an  ordinary  or  extraordinary  character)  attendant  or  consequent  upon  the  op- 
i  eration  of  the  works.  The  amount  of  expenditures,  as  set  opposite  to  each 
j  year,  has  reference  to  the  amount  actually  settled  at  the  accountant  department 
during  that  year ;  and  it  frequently  occurs  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
amount  settled  is  for  debts  contracted  and  due  prior  to  the  year  in  which  such 
accounts  are  settled.  For  example:  In  the  item  of  expenditures  on  the  Alle¬ 
gheny  Portage  railroad,  for  the  year  1853,  $174,550  58  of  the  amount  stated, 
is  for  debts  contracted  for,  and  on  account  of  that  road  prior  to  1853.  It  is 
believed  that  nothing  has  been  omitted  or  erroneously  included  in  the  state¬ 
ment  to  render  it  other  than  a  full,  fair  and  unreserved  exposition. 

The  revenue  strictly  belonging  to  a  particular  line  cannot,  of  course,  be  as¬ 
certained,  as  tolls  are  paid  at  the  end  of  one  line  through  to  the  termination  of 
another.  No  other  mode,  therefore,  could  he  adopted  than  to  apply  the  tolls 
to  the  several  divisions,  according  to  the  offices  at  which  they  were  received — 
the  amount  received  at  Northumberland  being  apportioned  to  the  three  lines 
terminating  at  that  point.  The  course  thus  pursued,  however,  although  it  may 
affect  the  details  somewhat  as  to  the  question  of  profit  and  loss,  when  applied 
to  a  particular  line,  cannot,  in  any  manner,  do  so  with  regard  to  the  aggregate 
of  the  lines. 

The  recapitulation  may,  therefore,  be  taken  as  presenting  a  correct  statement 
of  that  question,  when  applied  to  the  public  works  in  general.
